As this is written in March, letters are coming in from 
readers about Doctor Bernard Bernstein’s question, “What 
Would You Have Done?,” to which the March Corner sought 
answers. In case you don’t remember, the doctor said he was 
“cooking an inlay”’ in his electric furnace, forgot about it, and 
the patient came in. The doctor opened the furnace to find the 
investment white hot and the inlay ring melted away. He man- 
aged to save the day, but wanted to know, “What would you 
have done?” Not being at all smart about such things, the 
CorNER didn’t know. Doctor Bernstein didn’t tell. 

Now comes Doctor Grove W. Dunham of Marshall, Michigan, 
to say that “the solution is simple if you use a centrifugal cast- 
ing machine.” You proceed, he says, “as if the casting ring were

intact. The ring only acts as a matrix for the fluid investment. 
Try it. I’ve had the same thing happen.” I’m not trying it, Grove. 
Being all thumbs, I'd only singe myself. It was a happy day for 
dentistry when I decided to stay on the edge of it. : 

And Doctor Milton D. Barkann of New York claims that 
“the solution is very elementary indeed, Watson.” Says the 
same thing happened to him and everything worked out all right. 
Milton explains, “I permitted the investment to cool and put in 
another ring, heated it, watched this time, and cast.” He sug- 
gests “using the x-ray timer, fifteen minutes on low, fifteen on 
medium, and five on high. A very important phase in the use of 
the timer is that the bell will remind you.” 

From more or less snowbound Denver comes a letter written 
by Doctor Colo C. Combs who recalled in passing that he had 
“read from cover to cover the last three hundred and three is- 
sues of ORAL HYGIENE.” 

The same thing happened to Colo. He took time-out during 
his lunch hour to tell about it. “That M.O.D. inlay mould with 
melted ring and somewhat disturbed asbestos ring lining greeted 
me with an expression which almost said, ‘What are ya goin’ to 
do about it?’ and I replied, ‘It won’t hurt to try.’ ” He wrapped 
the investment with an asbestos strip, secured it with wire, put it 
in the machine, and made the casting. Colo continues: “This was 
only five years ago, but my contacts and margins were acceptable 
and the inlay seated to my satisfaction and was cemented to 
place. It’s now considered more successful than many other 
inlays. It is needless to say that in following Doctor Hollenback’s 
casting technique, I have changed to a temperature-controlled 
‘stove. ”’ 

Doctor H. L. Hofmeister writes from St. Louis that “the 
dilemma of the melted casting ring happened to the undert- 
signed.” He explains that he uses an air-pressure machine, and 
required a perfect ring. When this one melted, he remembered 
that a friend across the hall had a centrifugal machine. “So | 
enlisted his help. The machine was set up, the gold preheated in 
the Flannigan scoop-shaped crucible, the badly denuded inlay 
‘mould carried quickly across the hall, set in place, and held only 
by the tip of the scoop. The inlay was successfully cast.” Doctor

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Hofmeister adds in a thankful tone, “The mould held together 
and all was saved.” 

Apparently, it didn’t ever happen to him, but Doctor Jaco} 
Kasen of Pittsburgh sent a solution anyway: “Surely the doctor 
cannot have forgotten to line the investment ring with asbestos 
which, upon receiving the wet investment, expands. It contracts 
as it dries in the burning-out process.’’ He says that all that 
would have been necessary would have been to “allow the 
burned-out investment to cool for further contraction, then slip 
a new ring over the investment. The ring may be preheated to 
permit expansion.” 

And another Pittsburgher writes, Doctor J. Paul Donaldson. 
“I’m only too glad to relieve your mind,” says Paul. “The pa 
tient enters the emporium, white-hot flask, sans ring, has been 
noted with due panic, and the laboratory smells like hell. What 
to do about it? Simple. You cast the inlay anyhow.” Paul con- 
tinues: “The patient is seated in the chair with a cheery greeting, 
even if it kills you, and the temporary stopping removed from 
the preparation. The ‘casting’ is brought forth, and here appears 
the only part of the procedure requiring any unusual care. The 
‘casting’ must be kept carefully cupped in the palm of the 
upturned hand and completely hidden from the patient. Follow- 
ing this, it is placed in the preparation with studied care. I find 
that in this step an occasional low-toned ‘uh-hum’ interspersed 
with a few ‘hum-hums’ is very effective. All this must not be 
hurried. Next step is a decisive shake of the head followed by a 
loud ‘huh-uh!,’ and the following palliative applied: 

“ “This inlay is all right, but it is just not up to the standard] 
would want to place in your mouth.

THE DISCUSSION phase of compul- 
sory national health insurance is 
ending. The prospects of federal 
legislation are growing. There is 
even the possibility that a national 
health program may be enacted 
into law by the Eighty-First or 
Eighty-Second Congress. 

Two events which have affected 
this problem like a chain reaction 
and have made it an important 
question on Capitol Hill are the 
election of President Truman to- 
gether with a far more socially 
minded Congress than its predeces- 
sor, and the establishment of the 
British National Health Service. 

When the new version of the 
Wagner-Murray-Dingell Bill comes

up for debate, the English experi- 
ence will be emphasized strongly 
by both sides in the controversy. 
What has been the English ex- 
perience so far, and what lessons, 
if any, can American dentistry de- 
rive from that experience? 
Eighty-five per cent of dentists 
practicing in England, Scotland, 
and Wales are enrolled in the sys- 
tem. The cost of dental service for 
the first nine months from July 5, 
1948, was estimated at $28 mil- 
lion; it is currently running at the 
rate of $112 million annually. 
Whereas formerly 10 per cent of 
the patients were insurance clients, 
now: only 10 per cent are private 
patients. The Minister of Health 
has set $15,200 gross income as 
a reasonable figure for a dentist 
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operating thirty-three chairside 
Whours weekly, plus an additional 
ma $4000 if he takes on extra chair- 
‘side hours. The cost of running a 
‘dental office is calculated at 52 per 
Zcent of the gross income. The 
Wa Lancet’ points out that in indus- 
‘trial areas gross intakes of $28,000 
w to $32,000 are not uncommon; 
fi some practices go up to $48,000. 
Tt attributes the high incomes to 
long hours and the fact that the 
fees proved more generous than ex- 
pected.

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“accumulation of arrears rather 
than current liabilities,” and that 
when the backlog is taken care of, 
normal conditions will prevail 
again. When this occurs, demand 
for dental service will be only 
slightly higher than before the 
Health Service Acts went into 
operation. 

Meanwhile, appointment books 
are filled solidly for three months 
in advance. Patients complain of 
losing too much time waiting for 
their “next” in the dental office, 
and dentists complain they spend 
too much precious time filling out 
government forms. Expectant 
mothers, children, and emergency 
cases for whom special priority 
status has been established find it 
difficult to obtain treatment. School 
dentists are leaving the service to 
enter private practice because their 
salaries have not been raised ade- 
quately and because private prac- 
tice offers more opportunities now 
to make money. Discussing fees 
paid for conserving teeth, the 
British Dental Journal in citing 
root canal therapy asks, “Will not 
the fee of $18 for treating and re- 
storing such teeth lend itself to 
abuse by_ retaining teeth which 
would be better out of the jaw?”?

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will take twenty years to reach the 
prescribed goal of 20,000 prac- 
ticing dentists in Britain. But 
there are presently 7000 dental 
technicians in the country. One 
third of them are self-employed. 
They argue they shou'd be em- 
ployed on the mechanical and tech- 
nical aspects of clinical dentistry. 
Organized dentistry is opposed to 
this thesis. However, some den- 
tists agree with the mechanics and 
propose a revision of college train- 
ing with greater orientation toward 
medicine to the end that dentists 
may ultimately become expert con- 
sultants. Likewise dental hygienists 
are pressuring for expansion of 
their area of professional activity. 
To date Minister Bevan has not 
been impressed by these overtures. 

The core of the British health 
system is the health centers which 
are to be established in centrally 
located districts all over the coun- 
try. These the profession fears 
most of all. Their objection is that 
clinics will result in a full-time 
salaried service. Meanwhile the 
sale value of dental offices has 
dropped 20 per cent. 

Officially the British Dental As- 
sociation sponsors a_ three-point 
program: (1) the profession shall 
have a greater measure of clinical 
freedom; that is, the right to diag- 
nose and treat each case as deemed 
best; (2) a system of grants-in-aid 
shall be followed; that is, special 
fees and allotments shall be paid 
to dentists practicing in rural or 


sparse population areas; (3) no- 


full-time salaried service shall be 
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inaugurated without an amending 
act by Parliament; that is, change 
in the method of operation of the 
system shall be accomplished by 
law and not by bureau or depart. 
ment regulation. 

Concerning these points, the 
Lancet commented that to date re. 
strictions on clinical freedom have 
turned out to be less than antici- 
pated, government grants-in-aid 
are quite unlikely, and change by 
law doubtful. Another objection of 
the British Dental Association is 
that the government has made no 
provision for compensation for the 
loss of dental practice in the event 
of the establishment of central 
clinics. 

Britain’s health system is there 
to stay. Said the Lancet, ““Whatever 
the doctor’s view, the public has 
welcomed the new service; and 
when the final count is made it may 
be found that between 90 per cent 
and 95 per cent of the people have 
entered their names with practi- 
tioners. Both doctor and _ patient 
are pleased with their new and 
easier relationship . . . Those pa- 
tients remaining outside the service 
are mostly the rich and the elder: 
ly.””4 

Declared the British Dental 
Journal editorially, “It is too early

how this may be affected by the 
pressure of work.”® 

Cabling from London, inet 
L. Mathews wrote in the New York 
Times, “It (the health system) is 
yowling with aches and pains, but 
all things considered, one must ac- 
count it a lusty infant . . . In fact, 
some of the difficulties arise be- 
cause it is almost too successful 

. the British public in general 
likes the new scheme. Demands of 
all kinds have been so great that 
Mr. Bevan had to make a public 
plea recently for everybody to go 
easy.” 

What then are the lessons Ameri- 
can dentistry can learn from the 
British experience? They may be 
these: 

1. The professions will support 
and operate the national health in- 
surance system once it is law. 

2. When the American plan is in 
operation, dental demand will mul- 
tiply three or four times and lead to 
all kinds of pet propositions for 
easing the traffic jam at the dental 
offices. These will include beltline 
dentistry, proposals to permit den- 
tal technicians to operate in the 
mouth, and to allow dental hy- 
gienists to make certain types of 
restorations for children. To abort 
these pressures, dental schools 
should aim now to build up dental 
manpower by radically increasing 
their student bodies. It would be 
wise also for American dentistry to 
have ready a comprehensive plan 
detailing the functions, benefits,

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privileges, and rights of partici- 
pating dentists so that when the na- 
tional health program is instituted, 
dentists will take their proper place 
in it. History shows that it is diffi- 
cult to alter or amend systems after 
they are established. 

3. In the first phase of the 
health insurance system, boom de- 
mands on dentistry will tempt 
many public health practitioners to 
leave their departments for the ap- 
parently more lucrative private 
practice. To safeguard these depart- 
ments and to guarantee their man- 
power, official dentistry now might 
move to improve their conditions 
and salary schedules. 

4. Emergency cases, child care, 
and treatment of expectant mothers 
may be neglected in favor of more 
profitable types of dental treat- 
ment. The profession should form- 
ulate plans now so that there will 
be no group discrimination. 

5. Dentistry should plan now to 
attract dentists to rural and eco- 
nomically poor areas of the coun- 
try. 

6. Dentistry must at all times 
maintain a reputation of fairness 
and demonstrate to the public that 
it is pursuing a sound, progressive 
public relations policy and pro- 
gram.

THE OTHER DAY a startling situa 
tion came to my attention. I sat 
down in my own operating chair 
for a few minutes rest and looked 
around the room from the patient’s 
vantage point. I had always taken 
pride myself in keeping the furni- 
ture and equipment dusted and 
washed, but from my chair it hard- 
ly looked as though the room had 
been touched. 

The cuspidor had a few spots of 
cleanser on it from its last scrub. 
bing, but the patient would not 
realize that was the cause. This re. 
velation of my office condition 
aroused me and I began to look 
for what patients might notice not 
only in my office, but in other of- 
fices. 

Possibly some of the following 
conditions exist in your office: 

1. Brown procaine stains on the 
wall or floor 

2. Scraps of alloy in the cuspi- 
dor trap 

3. Water stains in the cuspidor 
bowl 

4. Wax drippings on the Bunsen 
shield 

5. Oil and dust on the handpiece 
arm 

6. Silver nitrate stains 

7. Sink and soap dish full of 
spots and soft soap 

These are but a few of the condi- 
tions that may be noticed. Besides 
spots, general order of the operat- 
ing room is also important. By that 
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| mean keeping instruments in the 
cabinets and not all over the place. 
A great array of equipment some- 
times frightens patients; especially 
children. 


Next look over the business of- 


|fice. It is true that probably few 


people ever see the inside of it, but 
is that any reason for its being 
littered with magazines, letters, 





written notes spread all over the 
top of the desk? It is a time-wast- 
ing procedure to have to spend five 
minutes hunting every time you 
want a particular item. It is just as 
easy to file every letter away sys- 
tematically where it can be found 
with no waste of time or nervous 
energy. While you are cleaning up 
the desk, why not change the blot- 
ter and throw out all the old cigar 
stubs and ashes? 

The reception room is next in 
our office survey. How old are your 
magazines? It may be true that 





people will forget that they have 
read a particular issue, but who 
likes to read old battered comic 
and news magazines? Why not take 
a subscription to two or three 
magazines and have them delivered 
to the office so you will not forget 
them? This will result in a constant 
change in magazines. The patients 
will appreciate this as they dislike

to look at the same pictures week 
after week. 

When did you last wipe off the 
light bulbs and the shades on the 
lamps? How long has it been since 
the corners of the ceiling were 
dusted to clean out cobwebs? 
When were the windows washed? 
How long has the furniture been in 
its present location? Even the mov- 
ing of just a lamp will create a 
change which patients will notice 
and interpret as interest in your 
office. 

These all may seem like small, 
petty conditions, but sit in the den- 
tal chair and look around your- 
self. We sterilize our instruments 
and other equipment, keep things 
scrubbed, but the new patient is 
more impressed by the little spots 
and the appearance of the recep- 
tion room than by how sterile a 
technique we use. Watch patients 
look around while sitting in the 
dental chair waiting for you. There 
is not much they miss, so let us not 
miss it in the first place. Just a few 
added minutes will make a lot of 
difference.

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Benefits for self-employed per- 


sons under the proposed Social 


Security revisions are discussed.

IN AN ADDRESS before the Chicagg 
Dental Society, Marjorie Shearg 
Ph.D., made some disquieting 
marks to dentists concerning thei 
rights and benefits if they were t 
be included as self-employed per 
sons under the Social Security Ag 
Following the publication of Doe 
tor Shearon’s talk,! Arthur J. Al 
meyer, Commissioner of the Soci 
Security Administration, was in 
vited by this magazine to commen! 
on the subject. The statements } 
Doctor Shearon and Mr. Altmeye 
follow. 

Doctor SHEARON: The Pres 
dent is sponsoring a_ nation 
scheme of compulsory social ¢ 
curity for the entire population 
Everyone who works for wages o 
for a salary or as an independey 
enterpriser; that is, physicians 
dentists, lawyers, writers, small 
businessmen, and others who ar 
self-employed, must come in unde 
the provisions of the Social 
curity Tax Law, according to Presi 
dent Truman’s statement. In other 
words, the plan is to bring every 
body in the population under the 
Social Security Act for the pur 
poses of taxation. That would mear 
about twenty-two millions more 
than are now covered by the Act. 

The present tax of 1 per cent on 
employers and employees is to be 
stepped up over a period of a fe 
years until everyone will com 
pulsorily pay at least 6 per ceml

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on wages and salaries. In other 
words, every employed person will 
pay 6 per cent and every employer 
will pay 8.7 per cent of the payroll; 
the extra 2.7 per cent being the 
part the employer must pay for un- 
employment compensation. This 
will be paid on the first $4800 of 
income. At the present time the tax 
is on the first $3000, but Commis- 
sioner Altmeyer has said he would 
like to have some more money 
and would therefore recommend 
that the wage base be increased to 
$4800. This would affect, mind 
you, everybody in this room. It 
would not be what the other fellow 
has to pay, it would be what you 
would have to pay. Self-employed 
persons would be compelled to pay 
7 per cent. I will tell you a little 
more about that, but you can 
readily see that the person who 
does not have an employer, like a 
physician or a dentist or lawyer 
or any other independent person 
who is not employed, would have 
to take the part of employer and 
employee. He would be his own 
employer and so he would have to 
pay the taxes that an employer 
would pay and he would also pay 
for himself as an employee of him- 
self. I should like to make that 
point clear. It is an important 
thing. If you are an independent 
and do not have an employer, and 
you come in under the Social Se- 
curity Act, you will then be doubly 
taxed. Whatever employees nor- 
mally pay, you as independent en- 
terprisers will pay twice as much, 


and that would be on the first 
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$4800 of your annual income. 

Now during the next session of 
the Congress it is planned to force 
into the Social Security system 
these twenty-two million persons 
who are now relatively free Amer- 
icans. The primary reason for do- 
ing this is to obtain additional tax 
income from persons not now pay- 
ing Social Security taxes. This has 
been freely admitted that the pur- 
pose for bringing in the persons 
not now covered is because they 
want to increase the tax base. It 
would be a particularly juicy plum 
for the federal government to be 
able to tax the incomes of profes- 
sional persons earning over $4800; 
in other words, most professional 
incomes are pretty high—they 
would be over $4800—-so that all 
professional persons would pay the 
full 7 per cent on the full $4800. 
There would be, for instance, many 
workers in industry who would 
pay, say 6 per cent on $2000 or 
$3000, where, as a_ professional 
person, you would be hit the full 
force of the complete Social Se- 
curity tax. 

The tax yield thus obtained will 
not greatly benefit professional 
groups, but will instead be used 
to finance benefits for the rest of 
the population. If you have been 
reading the newspapers, you have 
probably seen the benefits that 
President Truman has promised to 
labor; namely, cash sickness bene- 
fits, cash benefits when permanent- 
ly disabled, free medical care, 
larger old-age insurance, and so on. 
Somebody has to pay for these 
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benefits and one of the methods of 
getting the additional money, and 
getting it quickly, is to increase 
the tax base and bring in large 
groups that have not been paying 
taxes heretofore. It immediately 
produces a fund of considerable 
size. Thus dentists, physicians, and 
lawyers, for instance, would be 
compelled to pay a higher Social 
Security tax than the average em- 
ployed worker, but they would be 
entitled only to selected benefits. 
They would not, for instance, be 
eligible for cash benefits when un- 
employed or sick or permanently 
disabled, but the taxes they would 
pay would enable the government 
to give such benefits to wage and 
salary earners. Let me explain that. 
You can see for yourself that it 
would be difficult for the govern- 
ment to determine when a dentist, 
for instance, or a physician was 
unemployed, or when he was too 
sick to work, so the government is 
not even going to try to do that. In 
other words, they will pay more 
than the average wage or salary 
worker, but they will not be eligi- 
ble for these same benefits as the 
wage or salary worker. 

It should be clear to you—you 
should understand exactly what 
you are in for. Physicians and 
dentists would be taxed for gov- 
ernment medical care benefits 


which they now receive gratis from 
their colleagues. In other words, 
you would be taxed for this com- 
pulsory health insurance program, 
but if the dentists do the same as 
the medical profession, you nor- 
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mally I suppose would serve your 
fellow dentists gratis and therefore 
would hardly need the dental care 
that the government would prom- 
ise. The same way with physicians. 
They would be paying the extra 
tax, but it certainly would not do 
them any good. 

Mr. ALTMEYER: The Social Se- 
curity Administration is not rec- 
ommending that _ self-employed 
persons pay both the employer and 
the employee contribution rate but 
only one and one-half times the 
employer’s rate. Neither is it true 
that the Social Security Adminis- 
tratién would recommend that self- 
employed persons be required to 
pay anything toward the cost of 
temporary disability benefits or 
unemployment benefits. The self- 
employed persons would be asked 
to contribute only toward the cost 
of old-age and survivors benefits, 
permanent disability benefits, and 
health insurance. It may be true 
that dentists could get a consider- 
able amount of free service from 
physicians, but I am doubtful 
whether the hospitals and the 
nurses of this country would feel 
that they could afford to give free 
service also. However. if we as- 
sume for the sake of argument that 
dentists would not benefit under 
health ‘insurance, that Doctor 
Shearon’s maximum rate of con- 
tribution of 7 per cent is correct, 
and that counting income taxes a 
dentist would have paid $13,000 
over a period of twenty years, he 
would still be getting a bargain. 
A dentist earning $4800 a year 
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would be entitled to a monthly an- 
nuity of $103.50 upon retiring at 
age 65. If upon reaching age 65 
he were obliged to purchase that 
annuity from a private insurance 
company it would cost him $15,- 
000. In addition to receiving this 
monthly annuity for himself, his 
wife, if she were 60 years of age, 
would also receive an annuity of 
one-half the amount. Moreover, if 
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at the time he became disabled. 
He would also have valuable sur- 
vivors benefits. These benefits are 
payable to his widow, his children, 
and, in case he leaves neither a 
widow or children, to his de- 
pendent parents. These benefits 
can amount to as much as $150 a 
month depending upon the earn- 
ings of the deceased person and the 
number of dependents he leaves

As THE YEARS pass, and dental 
meetings flicker, flourish, and flash 
by, I have collected priceless divi- 
dends in friendship, skill, confi- 
dence, poise, and tolerance. These 
are only a few of the available per- 
sonality characteristics which can 
accrue to any dentist from a dental 
meeting. They are yours if you will 
merely make an effort to attend and 
observe. 

Personally, I attend dental meet- 
ings seeking an accurate answer to 
some specific question, or step in 
technique, such as: “What is the 
best style of patient education?” 
or “Will a two-pontic bridge bend 
eight times as much as a one-pontic 
bridge?” 

You might be interested more 
by the query: “How can misunder- 
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Do you make the most of your time at a dental meeting? 


standings about dentistry be 
avoided?” On the other hand, you 
might lean more to the left and be 
intrigued by the subject listed on 
the program as: “Changes in the 
Skull and the Dentition of the 
Screw-Tail Mouse.” 


Professional Education 

The primary purpose of every 
star-studded dental meeting is to 
educate the profession on how they 
can improve their services to the 
public. Successful dental meetings 
are planned carefully and earnest- 
ly to provide a complete coverage 
of current professional topics and 
problems. The essayists and cli- 
nicians are asked to make their 
presentations as simple and direct 
as possible with the hope that 
“Doctor Average Dentist” will be 
repaid well for his attendance and 
will be inspired to higher ideals in 
his future practice procedures. 

Some dentists go to dental meet- 
ings once a year. Some dentists 
never go to dental meetings. Ironi- 
cally, the former are happy and 
healthy and optimistic about den- 
tistry’s attributes, while the latter 
are crabby, self-centered, and 
pessimistic about many weird pos- 
sibilities of the future. 

Dentists are attracted to dental 
meetings by a complex series of 
whims and realities. Some decide 
to go because the program prom- 
ises to be outstanding. Some are 
interested because speakers of na- 
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tionwide prominence are sched- 
uled. Others are interested in spe- 
cial section sessions. The “get- 
away complex decides for 8 per 
cent. Fraternal banquets and class 
reunions bring another 6 per cent. 
Good-fellowship is the greatest 
common attraction, abetted by 
mutual respect and honest zeal for 
the elevation of professional stand- 
ards. 

A true professional man attends 
dental meetings because he wishes 
to amount to something more than 
a skilled digitarian. A truly suc- 
cessful dentist wants to be some- 
thing more than a gory-fingered 
stomatologist, a cusp-happy crafts- 
man, or a wire-bending wizard. 


Meeting Schedule 


To “cover” a dental meeting of 
any major size successfully, you 
will have to plan your schedule 
carefully so that you can obtain 
the best result for the time avail- 
able. You have to “get the ex- 
perience” of how to attend a den- 
tal meeting successfully just as 
much as you have to “live through” 
the starvation period while build- 
ing a respectable practice. 

The starry-eyed student, the neo- 
phyte practitioner, and the once- 
in-a-lifetime registrant will not en- 
joy nearly all the available scien- 
tific benefits because they will not 
be able to plan their time to best 
advantage. 

There may be two or three dif- 
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ferent fine points which interest 
you that are “on tap” at the same 
time. You may have to select be- 
tween a “Question and Answer” 
session conducted by a prominent 
euthority in his field and a top- 
fitght Essay Symposium featuring 
several well-informed __ leaders. 
Some of the Limited Attendance 
clinics may conflict with your fa- 
vorite Affiliated Group meeting, or 
that “special” motion picture in 
the Visual Education schedule fea- 
turing some unusual technique. 

Be sure to allow yourself time 
for the General Clinics as well as 
a careful tour of the Scientific Ex- 
hibits and the Health and Educa- 
tional Exhibits. That will be time 
well spent. 

Dentists, physicians, biochem- 
ists, nutritionists, epidemiologists, 
and physiognomists—all need an- 
nual conventions for a mutual ex- 
change of ideas and ideals. Chronic 
convention attenders return regu- 
larly for an annual meeting be- 
cause they realize that adroit judg- 
ments are best obtained from ex- 
perienced experts. Here you will 
find dental authorities prolific with 
top-flight opinions and demonstra- 
tions about the latest in techniques. 

When alert dentists attend con- 
ventions they see so much in a 
short period of time that they are 
likely to forget some of the im- 
portant and minute details. It is 
similar to your vacation trip when 
you visited so many historic spots 
every day that you can remember 
only about one third of the details. 

Therefore, dentists attending 
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clinics, lectures, and essays do ap- 
preciate having the clinician fur- 
nish a mimeographed outline of 
his subject. This enables the attend- 
ing member to recall some of the 
details of the demonstration when 
he returns home and has sufficient 
time to review his experience. 

Even after you make a heroic 
effort to attend a dental meeting 
and have not been 100 per cent 
refreshed, you still are a_ better 
dentist than you would have been 
without the effort because you have 
discovered that you are not entire- 
ly without fault and that you could 
be better professionally. 


General Sessions 

Of course there will be one or 
two General Sessions. These are 
intended to be informative and of 
universal interest. Sometimes they 
are equal to the advance billing, 
and again they are not. Many are 
disappointing. 

The principal speaker at the 
chief General Session should be a 
prominent figure in the Public 
Health field, or he might be a na- 
tionally known psychiatrist, or a 
world-renowned scientist. Actually, 
he should be a “very important 
person” with an excellent reputa- 
tion and preferably with a mini- 
mum of political aroma. Always 
the General Session features a 
ponderous array of dental society 
“brass hats” with a generous gar- 
nish of benevolent and homespun 
elocution. 

Commercial exhibits at dental 
meetings are usually eye-appealing 
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display booths varied in_back- 
ground and color theme. They em- 
phasize customer education, con- 
sumer selling, and counselor in- 
formation on somewhat fantastic 
and unexpected levels. Some of 
them interest the practitioner 
vaguely, others invite his time with 
“samples” as a lure, while a few 
actually irritate his ego. Few. of 
them convert the dentist to any- 
thing definite along the line of in- 
tellectual advancement. Most of 
them feature the glorification of 
modern advertising methods in the 
third dimension which is probably 
the oldest known form of advertis- 
ing and likewise one of the most 
convincing. 

One evening session of the con- 
vention could be set aside for ex- 
cellent vaudeville entertainment. 
This should be provided for the 
members at an attractive rate in 
keeping with the theme of the 
meeting: “Not how little for how 


much, but how much for how lit- 
tle!” 


Sight-Seeing 

Special opportunities should be 
provided for the visitors to observe 
at first hand many of the scientific, 
historic, and industrial features of 
the convention area. Chartered 
busses for conducted tours to local 
points-of-pride would please many 
of the visitors. 

A centrally located and society- 
controlled “hospitality room” also 
would prove to be a popular and 
respected feature of any large 
meeting. Here the members could 
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meet and relax comfortably. This 
could be announced at the registra- 
tion desk and at the first session, 
so that all the members would un- 
derstand clearly where the room 
was and that all of them were in- 
vited to use it. 

Today, dentistry is more than 
merely an important branch of 
health service. It is now a social 
influence, like a bank balance. It 
is a familiar part of life in the 
United States. It is teen-agers laced 
with glittering “braces,” “fat-and- 
fortyish” flashing a “virile” smile, 
old people crunching away com- 
fortably at mealtime. It is some- 
thing like a character prop with 
demountable cusps, to be accrued, 
used, respected as a digestive aid 
toward healthy living. 

Dentistry, between ourselves, 
boasts an illustrious history, blus- 
ters a complicated present, and 
squints over its bifocals into a 
challenging future. Like other 
health services, dentistry does not 
remain inert but constantly under- 
goes a flux of improvement by 
means of dental meetings. It scorns 
apathy as “Professional and Pub- 
lic Enemy No. 1.” 

“Eternal vigilance is the price 
of liberty” is an old saying which 
has been true in all ages and in all 
places. That is one of the answers 
to the question: why are dental 
meetings scheduled? Every right 
or privilege or advantage which 
our profession gives us carries with 
it a corresponding duty on our 
part. We have a personal respon- 
sibility for better dental health. 
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Relaxing on a divan in the lobby 
of the Stevens Hotel during a late 
afternoon period of the Chicago 
Midwinter Meeting I overheard 
some candid complaints from the 
passing crowd of dentists. “Nice 
meeting, but it’s too big!” “Wow! 
They up the dues six bucks and 
charge you another fivespot here 
for an associate membership!” 
“Haven't had a good cup of coffee 
since I left home.” “I wish some- 
body would explain just when it 
is called fluorine and when it is 
called fluoride.” “Yeah. And this 
racket of charging extra for the 
Limited Attendance clinics makes 
the whole thing too commercial, 
I'd say!” “Actually, that inter- 
proximal spacing expert had so 
many cavities of his own he spoke 
with an echo!” 

Anyone of you could witness. a 
similar scene and overhear petty 
gripes from the footsore conven- 
tioneers. down through the years, 
because dental meetings follow a 
familiar pattern of interest and 
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importance. Some years the “tech- 
nocrats” are foremost; in other 
years the basic laws of cavity form 
and balanced occlusion demand 
the spotlight; again it may be a 
heated debate about various ma- 
terials of similar end results; or 
the pendulum of popularity may 
swing toward the newer antibiotics, 
or the newer hemostatics, or favor 
the newer intravenous anesthetics. 
Dentists realize that they are ex- 
pected to know more than they 
usually do about medical and bio- 
logic subjects. It takes raw cour- 
age, intuition, and initiative to 
pioneer in dentistry. Thus the alert 
practitioner is on the lookout for 
accurate scientific knowledge so 
that he can readily adopt for his 
personal use the acceptable prac- 
tices which have a scientific basis. 
Through his interest he is indirect- 
ly helping people achieve a higher 
level of living.

This is an example of a chemical 
dermatitis. Given the opportunity 
for the same amount of penetra- 
tion, the biologic reaction of the 
skin of all persons will be relative- 
ly the same. If an abrasive is per- 
mitted to exert its influence on the 
skin to a similar degree, a friction 
dermatitis will result in all. 

But a dermatitis appearing as a 
phenomenon of allergy is an eso- 
teric reaction between a specific 
substance and a particular person. 
It is a reaction out of proportion 
to the irritation-evoking possibili- 
ties of the specific substance. What 


arouses such indignation in the 


skin, what actual or supposed dam- 
age is averted by such a mani- 


fested overt act of the cutaneous 


structures, remain unanswered. 
And so all the pseudoscientific gib- 
berish of many specialists in al- 
lergy is just that much _ hocus- 
pocus; hindering rather than help- 
ing to unearth the fundamental dif- 
ficulties involved in the phenome- 
non of allergy. 


Local Anesthetics 

Dermatitis caused by the usual 
synthetic local anesthetics used by 
the dentist falls into this highly 
specific group of dermatoses. 

To add to the confusion of this 
problem, it appears that with some 
dentists chemically unrelated com- 
pounds of all local anesthetics can 
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evoke the same type of dermatitis, 
while with others only a certain 
pattern of group sensitivity, which 
repeats itself with selfsame regu- 
larity, is found. The practical im- 
portance of this variance is recog- 
nized immediately, for while in one 
the use of all local anesthetics are 
contraindicated, in the others local 
anesthetic substitution is the 
remedial answer. 

Most of the local anesthetics 
used by the dentist are synthetic 
substances which attempt to affect 


. sensory nerves and their endings 


in a fashion similar to cocaine, but 
which are also less toxic, less in- 
jurious, more stable, and nonhabit 
forming. 

These synthetic local anesthetics 
were made possible after the dis- 
covery that the local anesthetic ac- 
tion of cocaine is attributable to 
the combination of a benzoic acid 
radical and a basic nitrogen group. 
Consequently the synthetic local 
anesthetics are derivatives of p- 
amino benzoic acid or plain ben- 
zoic acid. These include procaine, 
novocaine, ethocaine, neocaine, 
and syncaine; all composed of the 
same formula. 

While the others are somewhat 
differently constructed, among 
these we recognize: butyn, mono- 
caine, pontocaine, holocaine, eu- 
caine, amydricaine, metycaine, 
benzocaine, dibucaine, nupercaine, 
tutocaine, intracaine, larocaine. 
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It is on the index and middle 
fingers and on the dorsum of the 
left hand that the first signs of 
a -caine dermatitis appear in the 
right-handed dentist. (The oppo- 
site is true in the left-handed prac- 
titioner. The reason for this is self- 
evident. The right-handed dentist 
uses his left index and middle 
fingers as a buccal retractor and 
the -caine-containing saliva acts as 
the medium through which skin 
contact occurs. Other contacts can 
occur as a result of the invisible 
spray from a compression syringe, 
and thus the exposed surface of 
the face or neck may become af- 


fected early. In the highly sensi- . 


tized dentist, any and all skin sur- 
face may show evidence of der- 
matitis. 


Diagnosis 

If a suspicion of a -caine-caused 
dermatitis arises, employment of 
a properly carried out patch test 
will often, though not invariably, 
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help to decide its validity. 

A small piece of six-ply gauze is 
wetted with the test -caine solution 
and placed on the inner surface of 
the lower arm. This is covered with 
a suitably sized piece of wax paper, 
and all this then is kept in place 
with strips of adhesive tape. The 
patch is removed at the end of a 
forty-eight-hour period. Dermatitis 
at the site of the patch contact is 
considered a positive evidence of 
skin sensitivity to the contacting 
substance. 

A positive patch test is proof of 
an existing sensitivity. A negative 
test, no evidence of a reaction at 
the site of the patch, however, is 
not necessarily a positive proof of 
the opposite. A -caine dermatitis 
may be evidence of a local sensi- 
tivity, without such sensitivity hav- 
ing spread to the general cutaneous 
surface. In this case repeated patch 
tests on exactly the same area on 
the skin may have to be conducted 
to decide the question correctly.

2. As most of these drugs are derivatives of some form of 
benzoic acid, a group sensitivity is not unusual. 

3. Complete elimination of these drugs from the prem- 
ises where the sensitized dentist lives and practices is the 


4. Multiple patch tests performed at three-month intervals 
will yield valuable information. 
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If a positive patch test to the 
local anesthetic suspected is ob- 
tained, it is important that the den- 
tist is patch-tested to as many of 
the various local anesthetics as are 
available. The significance of such 
a procedure is evident, as it may 
permit the employment of one of 
these at a later date. 


Treatment 

Most instances of hay fever, 
some of asthma, all of poison ivy 
dermatitis are examples of the 
phenomenon of allergy. Desensiti- 
zation of the first two is possible 
in some cases by the use of pre- 
seasonal injections of gradually 
increasing amounts of the condi- 
tion-causing pollens. Prevention or 
cure of a dermatitis caused by 
poison ivy by a similar method is 
worthless. The same is true of a 
dermatitis caused by local anesthe- 
tics. The one, the primary, the 
critical requisite for cure lies in the 
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total and absolute elimination of 
such offending substances from the 
surroundings of the affected den- 
tist. “Nothing short of this will 
bring about the desired result. 

There are emollients which will 
help to ameliorate the annoyance 
of the skin inflammation. Among 
these are iontophoresis with mag- 
nesium, gentle washing with a wa- 
ter soluble nonsoap containing a 
mild oily detergent, and the appli- 
cation of a warmable protective 
paste. When all the symptoms of 
dematitis disappear, a carefully ob- 
served regime may be resumed. 
This should be determined with the 
employment of patch tests at the 
end of every three-month period in 
order to obviate the need for the 
discontinuation of practice for a 
long cycle.

In the 


midst of shoddiness, something 


durable and beautiful is bound to 


carve a niche for you. Only, dur- 
able and beautiful are adjectives 
applicable to but a few rare 
geniuses who usually practice and 
live on the other side of the tracks. 
On my side, one finds that, after a 
few years of trying, Doctor Aver- 
age quickly reaches his measure of 
the durable and the beautiful— 
such as it is—traversing the gamut 
from utter fumbling to good, to 
better, to best, according to his 
lights. However, having reached it, 
he discovers that his “competitors” 
have, all along, been doing exactly 
the same “traversing” and are now 
in a position to challenge his 
“best” which, by now, is no longer 
good enough. 

Then this dentist also finds—to 
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his great dismay—that there are 
other more powerful élements 
challenging and questioning his 
“better mousetrap’—his own pa- 
tients. When, for example, he tries 
to extract a tooth strictly in ac- 
cordance with high surgical prin- 
ciples—extreme asepsis, rongeur- 
ing and smoothing sharp alveolar 
edges and suturing the mucosa— 
his patients look upon the pro- 
tracted proceedings with grave mis- 
givings and, later, mysteriously 
disappear from his roster. A more 
ken patient would say to 
him: “Doc, why that bother? Yank 
it and be done!” 

The patients of Doctor Average 
—and, their names are Mr. and 
Mrs. Legion—obviously need “edu- 
cation.” Only, patient education is 
dreadfully slow business and the 
results dubious, and, meanwhile, 
man has to eat. 

These good people come in 
droves, with their critical attitude, 
which is often devastating, and 
most certainly carry their own 
idea of what is “best.” 
| When the rigidities of the col- 
lege textbooks begin to “give,” and 
the whole concept of what consti- 
tutes “best” becomes .-fluid, what 
can one do to meet ‘competition 
and hold on to one’s patients? How 
much better than best can one be? 

Of course Hollywood goes from 
best to colossal to supercolossal, 
but we are of the earth and, sigh- 
ing regretfully, look around search- 
ingly. Rather than strain, perhaps 
lutilely, for the attainment of the 
durable and the beautiful, we find 
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it easier to resort to extracurricu- 
lar attractions such as earphones 
in the headrest, radios blaring soap 
operas, Superman comics for the 
kiddies, and television sets. 

In terms of modern selling, it 
means that in order for a dentist 
to gather patients, he must be ca- 
pable of exploiting, in full, the fol- 
lowing: 

1. Tangibles. 

a. Someone to finance a beauti- 
fully equipped office in a desirable 
neighborhood. (Shadowing that 
are the myriads of offices consist- 
ing of three-room flats where the 
rear part serves as living quarters; 
the whole of which is financed by 
a down-payment scraped together 
from relatives. ) 

b. Youth, charm, and _ person- 
ality. The dash and hypnotic spell 
that keep bubbling up from a deep 
sense of security; the drive that 
makes one a fine, sought-after com- 
panion, golfer, bridge player. 
(Shadowing that are the men who 
were obliged to work their way 
through college, graduating late 
and tired, and who are left with 
little interest in cultivating the so- 
cial charms. ) 

2. Intangibles. 

Paraphrasing a Biblical dictum: 
“Love thy labor as thyself.” Have 
a sense of workmanship. Take 
pride in dental operations in every 
department and make them stand 
out as works of art. Strive not 
alone for mechanical perfection, 
but remember that you are dealing 
with human beings in distress. Put 
your heart into your relations with 
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them, and, at all times, sympathize 
with their plight. (There are no 
shadows here; only bitter regrets. 
For this has been the gleaming 
light, the vitalizing ideal of the 
overwhelming mass of dental neo- 
phytes; but not for long. Plunged 
into soul-searing conflicts of ig- 
norance, stupidity, self-interest, 
and poverty, our young idealist 
soon gets his wings clipped and 
forgets that he is a “dedicated” 
man.) 

3. Luck. 

So you do not believe in luck? 
I know of a young physician who, 
after many grave misgivings, 
settled -in a small but completely 
strange community. On the first 
day there was an accident in front 
of his new office. When the excite- 
ment abated, our physician had on 
his hands a patient with a broken 
leg. It was a simple fracture and it 
healed uneventfully, but the pa- 
tient did not know this. The patient 
turned out to be an _ influential 
dowager who not only brought the 
physician a bevy of wealthy pa- 
tients but, also, valuable hospital 
connections. 

Consider the working of “Blind 
Lady Luck” as it affects a dentist 
who hopefully had just opened his 
first office. The first extraction 
could be either a clean, loose lat- 
eral inside the mouth of an in- 
telligent, cooperative patient, eager 
for relief and ready with grateful 
appreciation. Or it might be a 
badly decayed, deeply infected 
lower second molar inside the 
mouth of a dirty, ignorant, sickly, 
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highly nervous, gossipy patien

Fluorescent Lamp Tubes 

Some time ago I read an article in 
some magazine describing the various 
uses of discarded fluorescent lamp tubes. 
This article told how to cut the ends 
off the tubes and told of the uses to 
which such glass tubes could be put. 

These tubes look harmless (unless you 
should cut yourself by broken glass) and 
you may have visions of many uses to 
which such open-end glass tubes could 
be put. 

Here are some facts with which you 
may not be acquainted concerning po- 


, tential dangers from such tubes other 
than cuts from broken glass. In the 
& process of the manufacture of fluorescent 
» lamp tubes, a beryllium salt of beryllium 
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phusphor powder and mercury. This 
beryllium dust is dangerous when the 
tube is opened. If inhaled, it causes 
characteristic necrotic changes in lung 
tissue accompanied by dyspnea, cyanosis, 
and pain from congestion with excess 
fluid excreted from these lesions. If the 
beryllium dust gains access to an ex- 
ternal wound, however slight, the wound 
will not heal while thus contaminated. 
It may defy therapy for many weeks 
with necrotic tissue forming at the pe- 
riphery of the lesion which, when finally 
amenable to therapy, will leave excessive 
scar tissue.) 

Institutions in which great numbers 
of such tubes are used and eventually 
have to be discarded have had to ar- 
range for a safe method of destruction 
and disposal of them. When you discard 
a tube, place it in the trash barrel intact, 
inform the janitor not to break it, and 
tell him why. If it must be broken, this 
should be done in a wet burlap sack.—

Editor’s Note 

The Journal of the American Medical 
Association reports in an abstract on 
occupational beryllium poisoning: “The 
Martlands and Brodkin? present four 
fatal cases of beryllium poisoning. In 
1944 deaths were occurring among 
workers in a fluorescent lamp factory in 
Massachusetts who were exposed to a 
phosphor containing zinc beryllium sili- 
cate. The late Doctor L. U. Gardner, of 
Saranac, New York, found a chronic 
pulmonary granulomatosis closely re- 
sembling a sarcoid as the cause of death 
in these patients and they were spoken 
of as the ‘Salem sarcoids.’ A case re- 
ferred to the medical examiner of New

NOW IS THE TIME TO REMAIN UNITED 


EVEN PEOPLE who are favorably disposed toward the dental and medi- 
cal groups and are anxious to be helpful in opposing compulsory health 
insurance are beginning to express misgivings concerning the public 
relations approaches used by the professions. The collection by assess- 
ment of $3,500,000 from the members of the American Medical As- 
sociation has been misunderstood. The first public relations error came 
when the House of Delegates of the AMA tried to keep this project from 
newsmen. The second error was in letting the story get around that the 
fund was for lobbying rather than for the education of the public. 

The American Dental Association has escaped the criticism of obstruc- 
tionism that has been directed toward the AMA. The officers of the ADA 
in their appearances before the congressional committees have conducted 
themselves creditably and with conviction. The statements issued by the 
Association have been clear and uncompromising with a positive empha- 
sis on a national program for child dental health. The ADA is about to 
start an educational campaign among members to acquaint them with 
the facts of proposed health legislation. There is no reason to believe 
that the campaign will not be carried on with expertness and diplomacy. 

Although the American dental profession should hold the highest 
respect for our colleagues in the medical profession and should join with 
them to combat compulsory health insurance, no good will come to us if 
we become identified in the public mind with the arch reactionary ele- 
ments in medicine. There is no reason why the ADA should follow in 
the pathways of the AMA;; particularly when some of those trails lead to 
unfavorable public response. The ADA is capably organized and man- 
aged. It is well prepared to set up its own standards and programs in- 
dependent of the AMA. 

The disruption created by a minority group within the AMA is par- 
ticularly unfortunate. A group of physicians, most of them eminent 
figures, have made a public protest against the policies of the AMA. This 
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difference of opinion leaves the impression with the public that the medi- 
cal organization is in turmoil and revolt. It would be unfortunate if any 
such schism would occur within the ADA. This is a time when we must 
be strongly united. 

At the San Francisco meeting in October, the House of Delegates will 
be required to give full debate to the subject of a federalized health pro- 
gram. At no session in the history of the organization will it be so import- 
ant to have a strong and responsible House of Delegates. This will not be 
atime for political hacks to represent us. For the San Francisco sessions 
the delegates should be chosen by popular suffrage among the general 
ADA membership and not by political bosses. Anyone who has sat in 
the smoke-filled rooms at dental conventions knows that there are politi- 
cal machines in existence and political manipulators to operate them. 
The hand-picked delegate from any state society is more common than 
the one who has been elected on a free ballot. 

The House of Delegates is the supreme legislative body of the ADA. 
If the actions of this group are to receive the approval of the general 
membership, it is mandatory that the delegates be chosen by democratic 
vote. In some state societies the ADA delegates are chosen from a House 
of Delegates within the state society. This is a sort of political pyramid, 
but it is far more democratic than the system wherein a group of officers 
of a state society arrogatée to themselves the privilege of selecting dele- 
gates. If your state dental society does not have an elective system of 
selecting delegates and if that system is not one in which every member 
may participate, it is time for a change. It is appalling how few members 
of the ADA are informed regarding the methods for the selection of their 
representatives in the legislative body of the Association. 

There is a universal need for enlightenment among the ADA member- 
ship on health legislation. The Association is organized to collect this 
information :and to make it available to the members. The Association 
can do no more than that. We must do our share. That means reading the 
material carefully and passing it along to our friends and patients. It 
is well enough to organize a crusade for or against any measure, but a 
crusade will not get underway without individual crusaders. Every den- 
tist should be a militant crusader against compulsory health insurance, 
if he considers his neighbor’s welfare and his own.

X-Ray Radiation 

I have just read with more than pass- 
ing interest Doctor Lester Hollander’s 
article entitled X-Rays ARE DANCEROUS 
in the January issue of OraL Hycrene.® 
I say “with more than passing interest” 
because I have been a victim of these 
dangerous rays. 

Doctor Hollander suggested two pre- 
cautions that every practitioner should 
take to avoid danger; that is, do not sit 
down when taking roentgenograms be- 
cause of the closer proximity to the 
source of the energy, and stand back of 
a lead wall while you take roentgeno- 
grams with your x-ray machine. 

1. Never hold the film in the pa- 
tient’s mouth with one finger while you 
take the roentgenogram with your other 
hand. You are exposing yourself to a 
possible carcinoma of the finger, if you 


do this often enough, and you are too . 


close to the radiation produced by the 
machine. 

2. It is necessary to test the milli- 
amperage each time before using the

3. Insist that the x-ray machine man. | 
ufacturer equip your machine with qa 
ten-foot timer cord. The average timer | 
cord is about five feet long, but it can 
be obtained in the length desired. It 
should be at least ten feet long in 
order to allow the operator to stand as 
far away as possible from any radiation, 

4. Everyone who works in a room in 
which an x-ray machine is installed 
should attach a paper clip to a small 
film and place this in the pocket of 
the gown worn in that room. Leave the 
film in the pocket for two or three 
weeks and then develop it in the usual | 
manner. If the clip shows on the de. t 
veloped film, you are being exposed to 
radiation. Change your procedure imme. 
diately. There is an instrument on the 
market which is worn in the operator's 
breast pocket and which will show the 
amount of radiation present. It sells for 
about $200. 

In the x-ray room of the hospital | 
attended, the operator placed the film 
and the patient in the proper position 
and then disappeared into a lead-lined 
cubicle and turned on the current. He 
did not leave that room until the ma 
chine had ceased functioning. Your own 
office should have the same - facilities.

We had one patient with whom we 
were having difficulty about fre- 
quent loosening of dentures, whose 
condition was cured by putting her 
on a high calcium-phosphorus diet. 


Loose Denture 


Q.—A man about sixty came to me 
after having had his upper teeth ex- 
tracted. He had had an upper acrylic 
denture inserted about six weeks after 
the extractions. The denture became 
loose about six weeks later and had to 
be rebased. It was so loose that he 
could wear it only by using powder. 

He asked me if I could make him a 
denture that he could wear without ap- 
plying powder. I examined his mouth 
and did not see any reason why I could 
not. 

I made him an acrylic denture which 
fitted satisfactorily. In about six or 
eight weeks it was loose again. I ex- 
amined his mouth and found that the 
tissue was quite soft in most areas 
except in the hard palate region; 
especially in the center of the hard 
palate. I relieved the denture over this 
hard ridge through the palate and it 
seemed to remain in place quite well 
again. I did that same thing twice more, 
but after the last time he came back 
with the denture riding the palatine 
ridge. 

What do you think is the difficulty 
and what can be done to remedy it? 
Could it be that the denture is pressing 
too hard on the posterior palatine 
nerves and blood vessels? I shall ap- 
preciate having your opinion and any 
suggestion you can give.—C. A. F., 
Wisconsin. 


A.—lIs it possible that muscle 
tension because of overextension 
of the peripheral border at some 
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point or points is responsible for 
the denture loosening? Of course 
riding on a hard area or torus in 
the palate may easily be the cause 
of a denture loosening. 

I find that an excellent way to 
determine whether this is so, and 
to provide the proper amount of 
relief, is by the use of ivory dis. 
closing wax which is placed in the 
denture over the hard area. The pa. 
tient is requested to close firmly 
with chewing pressure. This soft 
wax then will be displaced where 
the bearing is too heavy, and you 
can easily grind for relief where 
relief is needed. : 

It is not likely that the denture 
is exerting harmful pressure: over 
the posterior foramina since 
normally these foramina are 
covered by a deep pad of com. 
pressible tissue—V. CLYDE SMeb-

and the world food situation 


as FEED an individual at the nutri- 
tional level now prevalent in this coun- 
try requires 3.5 acres of land per year 
in agriculture and animal husbandry. 
At present, we have some acres to spare 
and are therefore able to export food- 
stuffs. The surplus, however, is fast 
disappearing. Within 12 years, accord- 
ing to some census estimators, our 
population may reach 160 million and 
we will need the produce of every acre 
to maintain the present nutritional 
standard. 


Yet the United States is fortunate. 
People in other countries have been on 
starvation diets for hundreds of years. 
But now world-wide food and agricul- 
ture studies of the United Nations 
have brought us face to face with the 
fact that even a fairly adequate diet 
for all men would require an immedi- 
ate doubling of world food production. 


Agricultural efficiency and adjust- 
ment of our dietaries to actual supplies 
and potentials, therefore, are of para- 
mount importance. Nutritional pro- 
grams that fail to take account of 
availability are unrealistic. Here is a 
table showing the acres of ground nec- 














essary, on the average, to produce one 
million calories from common foods:
